Before the convention ends Mr. Bryan, in 
all probability, will have sent some telling 
suggestions to the party leaders, and it is 
believed here that it is possible he may go 
to Denver in person, owing to pressure that 
is expected to be brought to this end after 
the nomination is made. . 

I cannot say that I will not go to Denver,“ 
said Mr. Bryan. “I can say positively, 
however, that I do not expect to go there.”

Mr. Sullivan defended himself and his men 
with vigor and was heard with marked at- 
tention. Mr. Prentiss, who closed the case, 
did so in a scene of confusion, the committee- 
men paying scant attention to his appeals. 

Although no decision will be announced 
until after all the contests are heard, Roger 
C. and his friends feel certain of victory. 


Idaho Delays the Game. 

The credentials committee of the demo- 
cratic national convention, with only six 
contests to hear, went to work at 6 o'clock 
last night and may finish in time to have a 
shave all around before going into the con- 
vention at noon, if the cOmmittee beards be 
not too long by that time. 

Idaho did it: With Roger C. Sullivan 
“next,” and Pat McCarren waiting for 
Roger C. to get out of the way, and with Col. 
Guffey chewing cigars and wondering when 
on earth he would get a chance to speak his 
mind, the energetic committeemen, deter- 
mined to save their country, struggled and 
fought over Mormonism. For five hours this 
devoted and patriotic committee tried to find 
out whether the cause of democracy and 
justice demanded the seating of six delegates 
descFibed as peing of the Mormon peréua- 
sion, or the seating of former Senator Dubois 
and his Mormon haters. 

Barly this morning an intimation leaked 
out that the committee would seat both Idaho 
delegations, giving each delegate half a vote. 

The committee was a fresh and youthful 
body when it started work. With only six 
contests it anticipated a pleasant night’s 
sleep after it had prepared its report for the 
convention, but as the Idaho muse developed 
and revealed its proportions that bright hope 
fied.

The nomination of 
candidates for delegates to the state conven- 
tion was open to all and the delegates were 
duly elected in all the ward massmectings., 


Sullivan on Weird Methods. ; 

The interests represented by the Burke 
contestants then announced they would hold 
massmeetings of their own, but they failed 
to issue a call in so far as any one knew. 
The Chicago newspapers declared Mr. Sul- 
livan tried to get some trace of the call and 
notice of the meetings, but failed These al- 
leged meetings, asserted Mr. Sullivan, finally 
were announced for a Saturday night, but 
the locations of the meeting places were heid 
A deep, dark secret. 

The Saturday night in question a diligent 
search for these massmeetings was madé by 
the Chicago newspapers, but the most in- 
dustrious efforts failed to discover the loca- 
tion of one of them, declared Mr. Sullivan. 

“On the following day,” said Mr. Sullivan, 
“Mr. Burke announced that the meetings 
had been held but he refused to revea? their 
location and withheid the names of the dele 
gates he alleged had been elected. 


Old Tale Told Anew. 

The night before the assembling of the 
state convention at Springfield the Burke 
contestants’ appeared before the state com- 
mittee and requested representation in the 
convention. 

“The same argument that Mr. Mulligan 
hae made here, sald Mr. Sullivan, “ was 
presented to the state committee. Mr. Mul- 
ligan described the grievances of the people 
he represented as he has described them to- 
night. There were thirty-seven or thirty- 
eight members of the state committee and 
by a vote of about 30 to 7 his alleged delegates 
were refused seats in the convention. There 
was only one other contest with which we 
were served notice at that time—that wae in 
Champaign county, and the committee seated 
both . giving them half a vote 
each. 


Says “Bobby” Switched Occulta 
“On the next day the convention as- 
sembled, a committee on credentials as ap- 
pointed, and the roll was called for contest- 
ing Gelegations. The Burke contestants did 
not appear nor was any contest of any kind 
at any time brought before that committee.

James Violated House Rule. 

Generally a member of the credentials com- 
mittee whose seat is contested is not allowed 
to vote upon his own case or upon that of 
delegates he represents. Aside from that the 
right of every delegation to representation 
on every committe is obviously necessary. 

It is the rule followed in the house of rep- 
resentatives, of which Mr. Ollie James is a 
member. The clerk of the house makes up 
the temporary roH and the members on that 
roll are entitled to their seats until actually 
ousted. They sit on all committees and fre- 
quently retain their seats for months before 
the contest is decided. If this were hot so 
it would be the simplest thing in the world to 
tie up any convention so that it could do 
no business at all, Some unauthorised dele- 
gate or alternate or outsider could send to the 
clerk’s desk a list of committee assignments 
which would create a duplication, although 
it might be that the sitting delegates were 
absolutely uncontested. . 

This is exactly what happened in the Penn- 
syivania case, Men whose right to a seat had 
not been passed upon by the national com- 
mittee joined with a minority of the sitting 
delegation and sent up a list of names. 


Others Could Have Been Victims. 

This wae the whole basis of the extraor- 
dinary action taken under the James reso- 
lution, which was bad enough in itself. 
The action of the presiding officér, however, 
was infinitely worse. He made the fantastic 
ruling that no other motion could be en- 
tertained except to refer the Pennsylvania 
case to the committee on credentials. ; 

If this ruling had been followed in other 
cases, Illinois, Idaho, Ohio, and New York 
aleo would have been added to the disfran- 
chised list, and would have been deprived 
ot the right to vote on the resolutions com- 
mittee, on the platform, or in the rules com- 
mittee, on the method of conducting the oon- 
vention business, or in any other of the pre- 
liminaty steps of nominating a candidate for 
the presidency and the vice presidency. 


Affair Unfortunate for Bryan. 

It is extremely unfortunete for Mr. Bryan 
that such action should have been taken in 
the case of the Pennsylvania de tion. 
Col. Guffey had charged that the Nebraska 
leader wae arrogant and dictatorial, and had 
asserted that he was attempting to pursue a 
rule or ruin poliey in his own interests. 

It would have been good policy, to say the 
least, for the Bryan men in the convention to 
have treated One with absolute fairness.

Text of Dunn’s Resolution.

„ Resolved, That we hereby express our 
deep sorrow at his death and extend bur 
warmest sympathy and condolence to his 
family, and that this resolution be spread 
upon the records of this convention and a 
copy de forwarded to Mra. Cleveland. 

And be it further resolved as a mark of 
respect to his memory that this convention 
do now adjourn to 12 o'clock noon tomor- 
row.“ 


Francis Pleads for Harmony. 

At the close ot the reading ot the resolution 
Mr. Parker Kill was sitting grimly in his 
place. Chairman Bell hurriedly recognized 
ex-Gov, Francis of Missouri, who came on to 
the platform and paid a4 tribute to the mem- 
ory of the late leader. 

Several times as he spoke of the high quali- 
ties of Cleveland he was stopped by applause, 
and when he uttered a Plea to “ bury all the 
dissensions of the past " the convention burst 
forth in a great demonstration of approval. 
For several seconds the hall echoed with a 
storm of shrill. cheers. A moment later Mr. 
Francis closed amid generous applause. 

The delegates now saw that Parker was 
| still sitting with enforced composure in his 
seat. Chairman Bell glanced uncomfortably 
at the New Yorker and was about to put the 
| question of the adoption of the resolution, 
when pandemonium suddenly broke loose. 

“Parker, Parker; we want Parker,” came 
the cries from all sides. Still the New Yorker 
sat as if he had heard not. 

Parker, Parker, came the more insistent 
call. Sheehan whispered to his friend, but 
Parker only shook his head in dissent. 


Parker Yields to Calls. 


By this time delegates were standing on 
their chairs in a dozen delegations clamoring 
for Parker. More and more delegates got up 
and the demand became one that could not 
be ignored. Only in the Nebraska and Okia- 
home delegations of Bryan fanatics was 
there a reserved and dignified demeanor. 

Two or three delegates now hurried over 
to Parker and began to plead with him. He 
shook his head at first, but finally, as the 
shouts rose to a wild pitch, he rose uncer- 
tainly and took a step forward. He was 
greeted with a how! of joy, and Sergeant at 
Arms Martin came running forward to escort 
him to the platform. Parker refused, and in- 
dicated that he would speak from the floor. 
But the convention would not hear of su@h 
a thing. 


Parker Resolution Presented. 

Finally, amid a tumult of insistent-shout- 
ing, Parker was compelled to ascend the 
speaker's platform. Advancing ina dignified 
manner to the edge of the platform he drew 
from his pocket a manuscript and said:-/

Row Over Guffey Contest. 


Chairman Bell then announced that two

The veneruble Col. Guffey was making his 
way down the aisie shaking a finger threat- 
eningly at Bell, while John M. Garman pro- 
qeeded to demand a poll of the delegation to 
determine which was the authoritative set of 
committee members. More disarder now 
broke out and Garman's remarks were 
drowned out. 

“I rise to the point of order that the gen- 
temen is not in order, clamored Alderson 
of West Virginia. 

The delegates seated here today,“ shout- 
ead Garman, were seated by the national 
committee and forty-five of them voted for 
the list of committee members presented by 
the chairman of the delegation.” 


Ruled Out by the Chair. 


Chairman Bell ruled that the committees 
were for the purpose of dispatching business 
and that the proper place for the settlement 
of the dispute was the credentials commit- 
tee. He stated that he would recognize no 
motion except the one of Mr. James. Gov. 
Haskell seconded the motion amid another 
outburst of protests from various parts of 
the convention and a few moments later de- 
manded the previous question. 

At this point Griffin gained the chair’s no- 
tice and demanded that his list of officers be 
recognized. Congressman Kerr objected 
that the whole proceeding was out of order, 
the convention having been adjourned in the 
Cleveland resolution. Then Bell put the 
James motion. A storm of ayes respondéd 
and then a smaller storm of noes. The chair 
declared this motion carried. 

Charles P. Donnelly of Philadelphia de- 
mianded a roll call and others demanded a 
tising vote, while cries of unfalr cdme 
from ail sides. Then after the announce- 
ment of the committee meeting places the 
convention adjourned until noon tomorrow. 


DAY’S WORK IN DETAIL. 


Denver, Colo,, July 7.—A strong cordon of 
police was strétched about the Denver Audi- 
torilum when the delegates to the democratic 
national convention began to arrive at the 
sene of the next four days’ activities. The 
sidewalks were roped off to assist the officers 
in handling the curious throngs that began to 
gather about the hall early in the day. 

Mounted police kept the streets clear as a 
passage way for those holding tickets. 

On two of the streets fronting the Audito- 
— og great banks of snow gave a cool greet- 
i to the visitors. From the mountain 
heights the snow had been brought down on 
a bpecial train and hauled through the city in 
carts of various descriptions. The day was 
by no means hot, however, and the only 
effect of

e snow was the novelty of an ej 


mediately behind Nebraska was the state 
which, either negatively or positively, wae 
destined to weigh heavily in the outcome— 
New York. Georgia, that nest of Bryan op- 
ponents, who have from the first longed for 
an opposition standard, was close behind 
New York, and to its left, down the center 
aisle, behind Nebraska, came Oklahoma and 
Michigan, and across from them and in the 
rear of Indiana was Kentucky and Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Colorado Takes Rear Geat. . 

Colorado was properly placed for a con- 
vention host, being far off to the left.. With 
the Golden State along the outer edge 
Mississippi, Wisconsin, and Idaho. Minne~ 
sota was less advantageously placed than: 
Nebraska, the Johnson boomers being lo- 
cated far in the rear of the left center of 
the group of states. 


The Gray men from . were on the 


left of New York with their. friends from 
New Jersey, who today announced their in- 
tention to fight for Gray when the presi- 
dential struggle is on, close by them. 

Far in the rear of all the states, with its 
little blue standard nailed on the outside of 
the rail dividing the seats of the delegates 
from those of the alternates, was the dele- 
gation from the Philippines, the one body 
of men in the convention with a designated 
abiding place and no part in the proceed- 
ings. 


Adding Machines Aid Count. 

The day's session was looked forward to as 
one preliminary formality, the address of 
Temporary Chairman Theodore A. Bell being 
the feature. The announcement of commit- 
tees and an early adjournment out of respect 
to the memory of the late President.Grover 
Cleveland completed the announced pro- 
gram. 

Former Judge Alton B. Parker of New York 
came to the hall with a sharply revised 
Cleveland resolution to be offered in case he 
should secure recognition by the chair. As 
the session began, however, it was under- 
stood that closer friends to Mr. Bryan would 
troduce any rebolution that was to be 
adopted. No contest of any sort was to be 
made. That much was settled. 

A new feature of the convention arrange- 
ments was a battery of four automatic add- 
ing machines, such ag are used in banking 
and large business esteblishments. They 
were provided for use by the tally clerks and 
a speedy and accurate announcement of 
ballot results. 


Scraps for Seats Evaded. 

A feature of the seating arrangements, new 
in political conventions, was the labeling of 
all seats. Every chair carried on its back a 
small white placard bearing the name of the 
state in large capitals, with the word dele- 
gate” beneath it. This small detail did 
away with much of the confusion incident to 
former conventions, ag it showed where the 
territory of every state ended and where that 
of its neighbors began, and there was no 
good natur “scrapping” over boundary 
lines, as is usually the case. 

This plan of designating seats was ampl!- 
fied on the speakers’ platform, where chairs 
for the members of the national committee 
were placed, every one being plainly marked 
with the state and the name of the man for 
whom dt had been set apart. 

At. 11:30 o'clock, when the hall was less 
than one-third. full, the first music of the 
convention crashed from the upper balcony. 
A splendid band of some eixty-odd pieces, 
uniformed in costumes of the western plains 
—blue flannel shirts, peaked hate, and red 
bandanna handkerchiefs flung about their 
necks—played a series of patriotic selections 
to the applause of the incoming crowd. 


‘ “Dixie” Brings Loud Applause. 


The usual precautions against fire observed 
in large convention halle were disregarded 
by many of the delegates, notably im the 
Virginia section, where half a dogen men 
puffed pipes and sent up whirling clouds of 
smoke from their cigars. 

One or two of the North Carolina men in- 
dulged themselves in a smoke which they 
only interrupted when the band, after play- 
ing a medley of southern airs swung into 
„Dixie,“ and then they, in common with the 
offenders from Virginia, forgot their tobacco 
while they rose and cheered approval of the 
old time melody. 

The mass of delegates and spectators fol- 
lowed on as they always do when the strains 
ot Dixie are heard, and for a few minutes 
the hall rang with shouts of delight, 

Arrival of the Officials. 

National Chairman Taggart arrived at the 


convention hall at 11:45 o'clock, accom- 
panied by Temporary Chairman Bell, and 


they were liberally applauded as they made 


their way to the platform. The delegates 
and spectators were pouring more rapidly 


into the hall at this hour, and there was the

When avarice has at last 
reached the point of satiety it will then benev- 
olently permit the people to resume their 
rightful share in the government of them- 
selves. 

Whenever the mutterings of the people 
become too threatening the ety of confisca- 
tion goes up and appeals are frantically 
made to the sacred rights of property. This is 
intended to affright the ears of honest men 
in the enjoyment of the fruits of their indus- 
try and thrift. and thus by playing upon 
their prejudices and fears to deter them from 
casting their influence on the side of qwhole- 
some reforms. The cry of confiscation is the 


historic defense of usurpation. Let the peo-, 


ple take warning. Whenever the wrongs of 
today become the vested rights of tomorrow 
the nation is in deadly peril. 


Democracy Not a Destroyer. 

“The democratic party is not the enemy 
of property, but, to the contrary, it has al- 
ways stood and will continue to stand firmly 
against every species of aggression that 
would destroy or weaken the right of any 
mem to enjoy the rewards to which his pa- 
tience, his skill, his industry, and his eco- 
nomy entitle him. Our party approves that 
feeling of pride which always accompanies 
the possession of rty, and it commends 
an individual ownership in the soll that will 
bring to the homes of America more of the 
conveniences, comforts, and luxuries of life.

Only at rare intervals have Americans 
taken any interest in Paraguayan affairs.

SUFFRAGETTES TALK IN AIR 


‘Women Plead for the Ballot and 


Socialists Get in Arguments. 


PESTERED BY TYRANT MAN. 


Traffic Noises and Policemen Rudely 
Interrupt Speakers 


With a downtown policeman, a lost permit, 
and a chance fire alarm, doing what they 
could as disturbing elements, the street 
corner campaign for woman's suffrage 
reached Chicago last evening. 

At eight different points about the city suf- 
fragettes and socialists displayed banners, 
addressed throngs which varied in number 
from 10 to 100, and announced the beginning 
of a “militant” campaign which is to be 
continued in Chicago throughout the 
summer. 

The disturbing elements concentrated 
themselves.on the principal meeting of the 
group, which, it was announced, was to be 
held in Grant park. Attorney Seymour Sted- 
man and Mrs. Corinne Brown, president of 
the West Side Equal Suffrage association, 
who had the meetjng in charge, encountered 
the first difficulty when the latter received a 
courteous note from the south park commis- 
sioners’ office regretting exceedingly that 
permission for the meeting could not be 
granted. 

Traffic Noise Is Drawback. 

When the meeting was called to order, 
therefore, the thirty speakers, auditors, and 
reporters found themselves on the steps of 
the Montgomery Ward & Co. establishment 
in Michigan avenue. Here, in the intervals 
between pasing trolley cars and Illinois 
Central trains, Mrs. Brown addressed her 
audience—for fifteen minutes. Then Patrol- 
man Woods made his way silently through 
the audiénce and addressed Mr. Stedman, 
who was sitting on the steps. 

Have you people got a permit?“ he asked. 

„ We have had a state legislature for two 
years, and we don’t think much of the legis- 
jators,“ said Mrs. Brown. We want a 
fresh lot of men. We can’t get them, and we 
want you men to do it.” 

Mr. Stedman emiled 
thotghtfully. 

“ DBr—say,”’. Patrolman Woods remarked 
again, what about a permit? Let's see it.“ 


Mrs. Brown Keeps Speaking. 

“The socialist party,” said Mrs. Brown, 
“is the only one—Now, can’t you wait a 
minute? I’m almost through. A permit? 
Yes, I've got one signed by Chief Shippy, but 
i can’t show it to you. You see—Mont- 
gomery Ward’s watchman. objects? Well, 
gracious, I'm almost through!“ 

Somebody suggested the public library 
steps, and the meeting adjourned to there. 
After a fire alarm and other disturbing fac- 
tors everything was lovely. Mr. Stedman 
followed Mrs. Brown, who wanted votes 
for women,” and then the gathering was 
addressed by Attorney Mary Miller.

The reservation for the delegates and alter - 
nates is in thé center, extending clear across 
the hall; the spaces for Spectators are at 
the ends and in the amplé galleries. 

The arrangement of entrances and exits is 
more than ordinarily effective, and it is said 
that in case of emergency the auditorium 
could be emptied and every person be on the 
street within two minutes. Fire apparatus is 
located within convenient points and fifteen 
streams of water are immediately available. 

The building practically is fireproof: the 
floors are of concrete, and the only material 
of an inflammable sort is in the temporary 
platforms and stairways erected for this con- 
vention, and the immense amount of bunting 
used in the elaborate decorations. 

These decorations are more profuse than 
at Chicago, in a harmonious scheme of na- 
tional flags and red, white, and blue stream- 
ers. Masses of flags are placed at appropriate 
points, while the ceiling is covéred with red, 
8 blue stars, each bearing the name 
of a e. 


Cleveland’s Picture on Wall 

Over the rostrum is an immense portrait of 
Washington, with Jefferson on one side and 
Jackson on the other, while in the middle of 
the opposite wall, facing the speakers, is a 
large portrait of the late ex-President Grover 
Cleveland. 

Over 3,500 incandescent electric lights light 
the hall, representing a candle power above 
56,000. These are in eddition to a system of 
ceiling sunbursts,“ fourteen in number, 
each containing eighty sixteen candle lamps. 
A red light indicates the location of each 
exit. 

The number of seats in the auditorium 
under present arrangements is 11,588, but Jn 
a pinch more than 12,000 people can be ac- 
commodated. On the first floor alone there 
are 6,072 regular seats. 

Upon the platform there are 445 seats, re- 
served for members of the national commit- 
tee and guests. The number of seats on the 
rostrum 101. Directly in front of the ros- 
trum are six tables for noiseless telegraph 
instruments for the press and the telegraph 
and telephone companies, and al! these have 
additional space in the basement. 


Desks and Seats for Press. 

Desks and seats for newspaper corre- 
spdndents and special writers are arranged 
in a half circle about the rostrum in such 
a manner as to give each writer an unob- 
structed view of alen. and within easy 
hearing distance. 

There are 303 seats in this section, each 
seat having a space two feet wide, but ar- 
rangements are made to add from seventy- 
five to 100 more press seats if necessary. 
The desk of Col. John I. Martin, sergeant 
at arms, and the desk of his private secre- 
tary are in this section, near the rostrum, 

The number of delegates to the convention 


delegates in front of the rostrum there are 
1,072 seats. This is accounted for by the 
fact that several states have selected twice 
their allotted num of delegates, giving 
each half a vote, he section for alter- 
nates has 1,002 seats, no additions having 
been made by states that doubled their dele- 
gations. 


Tunnel for Newspaper Men. 

To the right and left of the rostrum stairs 
lead to the basement, where telegraph in- 
struments and private telephone booths are 
located. Beneath the rostrum is a tunnel 
connecting the two divisions of the press sec- 
tion, so that if correspondents have occasion 
to cross from one side to the other they need 
not pass between the speaker and the audi- 
ence. This passage will be used also by mes- 
sengers and pages. 

Admission to the auditorium can be had 
only by ticket. Officers and attachés and 
newspaper correspondents must wear badges 


and present tickets. Tickets admit only at 
entrances designated. ey

SUMMER SCHOOL IN INSANITY 
BEGINS STUDIES IN CHICAGO. 


Specialists from Many States Begin 
Novel Course in Curing Diseased 
Mentalities.

Sixty students are enrolled in the summer 
classes of the new Chicago school of civics : 
and philanthropy, under the auspices of the 
Chicago Commons. Twenty-four attend- 
ants from asylums for the insane of New 
York, New Jersey, Nebraska, Indiana, and 
Illinois are studying practical methods to 
rehabilitate the minds of the insane. 

In the course of “ social agencies of mod- 
ern cities are thirty-six students. They 
are learning to become either probation or 
truant officers, reformatory attendants, re- 
lief or aid society workers, or settlement 
workers. 

This is the first time an attempt has been 
made in Chicago to instruct attendants in 
asylums for the insane.

The blow felt without warning. In an in- 
etant $50,000 in general mortgage bonds of 
the Boxboard company at 80, 5,000 shares of 
American Strawboard at 10, and 2.800 shares 
of Boxboard preferred stock at 34 were of- 
fered and snapped up. The Boxboard stock 
sold at the usual price. The Boxboard bonds. 
which sold at 80, when last previously quoted 
were at 60. Strawboard stock which sold in 
January at 42 was knifed to 10. 


Barber’s Hand Is Visible. 

: These quotations will stand untid further 
transactions raise or lower them. At the 
new Strawboard quotations the entire capil- 
tal stock of the company, which values its 
plante and patents at more than 68,000,000, 
ja worth only $600,000. 

Mr. Barber's hand was visible in all as- 
pects of the coup. The securities sacrificed 
had been deposited as collateral for a note 
for $80,000 given dy President Sidney 
Mitchell of the Boxboard company to get 
money to buy out Mr. Barber. The note was 
not due until July 15, and the Boxboard 
people felt secure until that time. 

When the securities were thrown upon 
the market only one bidder; W. H. Colgren, 
was on hand. Mr. Colgren was prepared 
with Instructions as to what prices to bid, 
and, there being no other bidders for so 
great a volume, hé got them. 

This ie in accordance with the usage by 
which, when collateral for loans is offered, 
it must be disposed of “ at the market.” In 
this instance, Mr. Colgren, who was inter 
ested only as a broker acting for his client, 
the Barber interests, constituted the mar- 
ket.” Mr. Barber, besides getting the $80,000 
due for his holdings at the high market 
price, was able to secure a big block of them 
at half the price for which he had sold out. 


Sale Ordered by Brokers. 

The orders to sell came from Edward A. 
Dickenson & Co., kers. It was reported 
that the Dickenson company was acting for 
the American Trust and Savings bank, 
which had held the note, but in other quar- 
ters the belief held that the note had been 
disposed of previoysly to an individual who 
in turn had put the collateral on the market. 
The sale realized $74,375. The same securt- 
ties, if sold at the last previous quotations, 
would have brought

Frederick Schroeder Shot Dead 
by Henry Nagel After Quarrel. 


— 


SLAYER PUT UNDER ARREST. 


Declares He Did Not Know Shotgun He 
Discharged Was Loaded. 


Frederick Schroeder, 18 years old, was 
killed late yesterday afternoon by a play- 
mate, Henry Nagel Jr., 14 years old, in a 
quarrel over the possession of a small air 
rifle which belonged to another boy. 

After the two boys had quarreled Nagel 
ran into his house at 852 School street and 
returned with a shotgun, which he pointed 
at Schroeder with the command: 

“Now you get out of. my yard mighty 
quick.” : 

While the weapon wes in his hands it was 
discharged, the eharge entering Schroeder's 
left breast and killing him instantly. 

Nagel was arrested and taken to the town 
hall police station. He said the shooting 
accidental, as he did not know the gun 


loaded. 


Nagel Tells of the Shooting. 

According to Nagel's confession he and 
Fdward Junker, 15 years old, who lives next 
door to his house, were playing in Nagel’s 
back yard with an air riſle belonging to 
Junker. They were shooting at a target 
which they had placed on the fence. 

Schroeder, who delivers paperg, came along 
and left a paper at Nagel’s hause. He saw 
the two boys in the rear yard, and as they 
were good friends, both attending St. Luke's 
school, he entered the yard and asked to 
shoot the gun. Nagel let him do 80, but 
when he wanted the gun back Schroeder re- 
fused to let him have it, 

Nagel then became angry and demanded 
the return of the rifle. Schroeder, in a teas- 
ing mood, refused to give it up and asked 
Nagel if he wanted to fight. After replying 


that he did not Nagel entered the house and 


returned with his brother Paul's shotgun. 

He stood on the lower step leading to the 
rear porch and ordered Schroeder, who 
stood about eight feet away, out of the yard. 
He pointed the gun at Schroeder. A moment 
later there was a report, and the victim fell 
dying to the ground. 

Gun Recently Loaded. 

Henry Nagel, the boy’s father, is a cabinet- 
maker, and his older son, Paul, ia learning 
the same trade. Both are much worried over 
the affair and are positive in their statements 
that the killing was accidental. The gun 


had been in Paul's room unloaded for a long | 


time, and was loaded only last Sanday, when 
the father suspected some one was trying 
to enter the house. Henry Jr. told the police 
he did not know it was loaded, and the 
father made a- similar statement. Mrs. 
Nagel, the boy’s mother, is at a sanjtarium 
in Michigan. Mr. Nagel is afraid the shock 
of the shooting will kill her, and strenuous 
efforts are being made to keep her in ig- 
norance of it. 

John Schroeder, the father of the boy who 
was killed, and his wife are over 
the event, but both are positive the shooting 
was accidental. The Schroeders live at 831 
School street. An inquest will be held this 


morning.

New York, July 7.—{Special.]—The mar- 
riage of Anna Gould to Prince Helle de 
Sagan follows an international courtship 
in which the prince pressed his suit with 
such singleness of purpose as to overcome 
the opposition of. Mme. Gould's brothers 
and sisters-and win the sympathy of those 
who had no concern in the courtship except 
to look om 
It the statements mide by Mme. Gould 
when she arrived in this country in March 
last were true, when she declared with ap- 
parent determination that she had had 
enough of married life, the signee had, no 
small task to win her over. 

The prince de Sagan was a 40050 for 
Mme. Gould's hand even before his cousin, 
Count Boni de Castellane, won her, at which 
time Count Boni followed her to America 
and courted her as persistently as Prince 
Helie' has done. Prince Helie’s name was 
not coupled publicly with hers ‘until after 
she had deen divoreed in Paris, when he 
was a frequent visitor in her home and 
posed in Paris as her champion and pro- 
tector. 

Boni and Helie in Fight. 

At about this time the prince met Count 
Boni just as they were coming out of church 
and took him to task for speaking dispar- 
agingly of hia divorced wife. The count 
spat in his cousin's face, and they mixed it 
up in the street, the count getting the worst 
of it. Both were arrested. In November 
of last year it was reported that the prince 


and Mme. Gould had been secretly married 


in London, ‘and in March this year the Paris 
newspapers announced that the couple had 
been married in Germany. 

When Mme. Gould came over here in March 
last it was announced that she. had come 
for an extended visit with her sister, Miss 
Helen Gould. The prince arrived here un- 
der an assumed name a few days later and 
called to Mme. Gould at the home of 
Mr. arid Mrs. Tyler Morse, who entertained 
her frequently. 


Trouble in Gould Family. 
A few days later Mme. Gould left her sis- 
ter’s home and went to the Hotel St. Regis, to 
which the Tyler Morses had already moved. 


During all thie time the Gould family held 


frequent family ¢ouncils. The first reports 
from these councils were that Mme. Gould 
would never marry the prince de Sagan, and 
it finally was announced, just before Mme. 
Gould returned to Paris, that the Gould fam- 
ily had become reconciled to the marriage. 
On the night of April 11 Mme. Gould sud- 
denly left the St. Regis and went to Hoboken 
in an automobile, with ber children, and 
servants,.and a man said to have buen the 
prince. She boarded the steamer Friedrich 
der Grosse, and sailed the next morning for 
Naples. The prince salled suddenly the sanfe 
morning on the American liner St. Paul. 


Hoboken Marriage a Myth. 

Numerous stories were current to the effect 
that Mme. Gould and the prince were mer- 
ried at a Hoboken hotel the night before they 
sailed, and several Hoboken and New Jersey 
justices of the peace named in connection 
with the story talked in a mysterious man- 
ner. One of them didn’t confe out with a 
positive denial that he married the cou- 
ple until the Hudson county bureau of vital 
statistics called upon him to file the marriage 
certificate if he had one in his possession, 

The prince de Sagan reached Naples be- 
fore Mme. Gould did and welcomed her on 
her arrival. After being there together fora 
few days they went to Rome for a sight- 
seeing trip. It was said they went there to 
get the pope's consent to their wedding, but 
they denied this. Then the news came out 
that they, would be married soon outside of 


France. | 
Goulds Approve the Match. 

‘When George J. Gould sailed for Europe 
on June 9 he said that the marriage had the 
approval of every memberio@ the Gould fam- 
ily, and that he would certainly attend the 
wedding if it occurred while he was abroad. 
He is still touring England and France in an 
automobile, but he changed his mind about 
attending the wedding. It has been stated 
that Miss Helen Gould, although giving lega! 
consent to the wedding 80 as nod to impair 
her sister's fortune, remained in principle 
unakerably opposed to it. 

Helie de Talleyrand, Prince de Sagan, is 
the eldest son of the Duc de Talleyrand. His

Escape with Reprimand After Pupils 


and Teachers Testify.

It is not good form for @ school engineer to 
pull a pupil's nose or box his ears, : 

The trial committee of the board of educa- 
tion decided this yesterday, and as @ result 
the engineers of two school buildings re- 
turned to their work after the committee ses- 
sion with severe reprimands ringing in their 
ears. 


Hereafter, if they heed the warnings given f 


them, they will confine their dealings with 
the youngsters at their buildings to conver- 
sation—and they will be nan aparing 
with that. 

John L. MeNamera, engineer of the For- 
estyille school, was the first to answer to the 
charge of overzealous discipline. According 
to eight witnesses McNamara a week or so 
ago took umbrage at the conduct of John D. 
Silverman, 12 years old, a pupil, an? pulled 
John’s nose violently. 

Five Teachers for Defense. 

John was on hand and corroborated the 
testimony of his eight .witnesses, most of 
whom were pupile in the echool. Six others 
—five of them teachers—appeared in McNa- 
mara's behalf and testified that John was 
hopelessly stubborn in his resistance of au- 
thority and that the engineer took) the only 
course possible under the circumstances. 

To the members of the trial committee the 
situation seemed to be a poser. One of the 
committeemen admitted as much afterward. 
On the one hand, there wes the regulation 
forbidding corporal punishment, and on the 
othér was the apparently ynanimoug testi- 
mony of the teachers as to John’s incorrigible 
stubbornness. 

“And I'm not so sure that nose pulling is 
corporal punishment, anyway,” said the com- 
mitteeman. 

So it was decided that McNamara should 
be admonished that in the future he should 
restrain himself so far as possible in deal- 
ing with the pupilein his building. 


Case of Boxing Pupil’s Bars.

Misconstraction by Japan. 

It is realised in the United States 
that the mere imsertion of a plank of 
this character in a political platform 
can mean nothing unless the party adopt- 
ing it should be placed in power. But in 
Japan, such action on the part of the 
Democratic party would be construed as 
the view of a very large share of the 
American people. 

It would not lead to war, in spite of 
the assertion of Richmond Pearson Hob- 
son to the contrary made before the res- 
olutions committee at its meeing yester- 
day afternoon. But it would arouse a 
great deal of irritation; and it is cer- 
tain to cause embarassment in the rela- 
tions of the two countries, if not at 
the present. time, after the elections in 
case of Democratic success.

Rule of National House. 


It is the rule followed in the Howse of 
Representatives, of which Mr. Ome 
James is a member. The clerk 6f the 
House makes up the temporary roll, and 
the members on that roll are entitied to 
their seats until actually ousted. ‘They 
sit on all committees and frequently re- 
tain their seate for months before the 
contest is decided. 7
